MUST declare : "All my TX operated in this contest were 
homemade by myself. I was coding & decoding the CW signals by 
head & hand without computer assistance (= no keyboard) and 
did not use DX-cluster or other third party support." 

Any log without a declaration like this will be listed in the 
"Open" subcategory. 


Operation: Single-op CW. 
Various TX/TRX may be operated, but only one at the same time. 


Exchange: RST, serial-no./ category e.g. 559001/VLP. 


QSO-Points: The log checker will count 4 points for a qso with another 
contest station whose log has come in. 
All other QSO count 1 point. 
Exchange of RST is sufficient with stations not in contest. 


Multiplier: The log checker will count 2 multiplier points for each 
DXCC-country from a qso with a station whose log has come in. 
Otherwise each DXCC-country counts 1 multiplier point. 


Final score: Sum of QSO-points multiplied by the sum of multiplier-points. 
(Calculated by the log checker. Don't try an own calculation: 
you cannot foresee who will send his log and who will not). 


So every log is welcome and important, even just 3 QSO on a picture postcard 


Logs: List QSO sorted bandwise, please. (Otherwise you might find 
your log listed as checklog!) 
Add the DXCC prefix if you claim a multiplier for a QSO. 


Summary sheet: has to show name, address, callsign and minimum rest periods. 
Indicate the types of all TX/TRX used with out- or input on 
each band according to manufacturer or measured under 
contest conditions. Homebrew rigs description should name 
pa-transistor/-tube and possibly a reference (e.g. SPRAT No.) 
(Don't forget the "Handmade"-declaration mentioned above).

As a long-time wearer of eyeglasses, my particular headphone peave is 
comfort. With few exceptions, the choices are: 


(a) Pinch the eyeglass frame under the ear so heavily that they're 
uncomfortable to wear for long, which is the case for almost all 
full-coverage phones, or 


(b) So loose that they won't stay put, which is the case for all the 
"open-air" ones I've ever tried. I've gone as far as to put a sunglasses 
support strap on them, to keep them from falling off every time I look down 
at the log sheet. 


The ones that work for me? The Heil full-coverage "pro-set" (which hurts 
the wallet, but not the ears) and the old-fashioned round bakelite "cans" 
from the '50's and ‘60s. Those old ones also have a nice peaky 
response--low fidelity, no bass, not so bad for CW!

The Norcal Keyer chip is rated by the manufacturer to a maximum of 
5.5 volts - I don't recommend going beyond that voltage but the 
chip will function. 


I'd go with 4.5 volts or 3 volts to run the keyer on batteries. 


Another option, replace the 78L05 with an LM2936 regulator - they 

are pin compatible, but with the LM2936, the Norcal Keyer will 

only use about 7 microamps with a 9V battery. Add an electrolytic 

cap on the output of the regulator - 2.2 uf or more tantalum should work. 


The LM2936 is available in both 3 and 5 volt versions in the TO-92 package. 


There are some Seiko regulators which will use as little as 1 ua but 
they are not pin compatible with the 78L05.

I've been trying to repair an old HP 8690A RF sweep generator frame. I 
located and replaced two (blown) of the 4 rectifiers on the A9 rectifier 
board as well as the power transistors (2N3055's were very weak and 1 
totally bad). It looks to me like someone tried to perform the frame 
calibration without properly jumpering the pins on the plug-in socket and 
shorted things out. 


Anyway... still tracking down bugs as it runs but several boards are still 
dead. Checking out things on the boards (working backwards) I have located 
a bad diode on the A11 Marker board. 


HP typically doesn't give lots of info in the schematic or service manual. 
Here is what I'm looking for: 


Diode: 4 layer: silicon 20V_ HP part 1903-0002 (A11CR16 on the board) 
The diode itself appears to be marked ITT .20 -28 


Any ideas what device I could use to replace this ? It's used as a sawtooth 
generator...

Hi Gang, 


I found that I ran out of room to fit all the 
features I wanted or were requested into just 512 
words of memory. So, I decided to byte the silicon 
and step up to an ATmega8 MPU. This chip gives me 
pleanty of resources to work with and pleanty of 
I/O ports, as it's a 28 pin DIP. It also includes 
an independant 32 Khz oscillator and timer for RTC 
applications, which eliminates the time base I was 
using with the other MPU. So, that will reduce the 
stand by current to next to nothing and eliminate 
some parts. 


Here's the features I'm working on. 


Time: 

o minutes only output (for quick time checks when 
logging) 

o hours and minutes 

o ten minue timer for ID reminder- not that anyone 
bothers... 

o progammable alarm, with relay driver output 
(automaticly turn the rig on before the fox hunt 
and sound the alarm) 

o time and alarm set by keying in the time. 


Possable other features, date (day/month), 
local/UTC time selection. 


Keyer: 

o 10-40 wpm keyer 

o Iambic "AB" mode. This is my own version, not 
quite A or B, but a cross between the two which 
seems to keep both A and B mode users happy. 

o 2, maybe 4 message memories 

o Beacon mode 

o auto straight key detect 


External power voltage readout and low voltage 
alarm 
Auto wake up when external power applied. 


I'll have board with at least 4, maybe 5, right 
angle TAC push buttons on it for control. 


If you can think of anything else you'd like to 
have this thing do, let me know and if it's 
possible, we'll try to add it!

Health-Tech, Inc has packaged their "Xtreme Intense breath mints" in a real 
tiny tin too. It's a little thicker than the "Altoids" breath strips tin. 

I built one of KA8MAV's broadcast band filters (5 pole chebychev, 2 37-2 
toroids and 3 capacitors) into one of them. I got lucky and found a BNC 
male connector that mounts in 1 3/8" hole just like the normal 1 hole female 
BNC chassis mount. You have to be real careful making the holes, and will 
have to carefully notch the case lid with either a notcher or tin snips to 
clear the body of the connectors, but they WILL fit. Pix of the tin and

Here are some technical objections to Broadband over Power Line: 


ET docket 03-14 raises troubling technical questions in its para. 5 


& 7. What ever happened to good engineering practice? A part 15 


BPL system would radiate and conduct impossible levels of RFI to 

licensed users of the spectrum from 4.5 to 21 MHz as evidenced by 

experiments conducted in Japan and Austria. BPL would eliminate 
the filtering of other noise sources in the home such as light dimm- 
ers by the pole transformer and increase interference from other 
sources besides BPL. BPL presents hazards of interference that can 
not be addressed by either Type A or B computer certifications. The 
alleged advantages to commerce in para. 9 would be offset by the need 
of licensed radio services to spend money on expensive filters and 
means to limit the interfering BPL "leaks" over the power lines. 
This is because, power line conductors are usually spaced too widely 
in overhead lines to be parallel transmission lines for BPL. Good En- 
gineering practice says that the transmission line for BPL must con- 
fine its emissions, not allow radiated fields to bother licensed 
services. Power lines are too non uniform, (non linear) to provide 
proper isolation of conducted interference from BPL. The power line 
was never intended to provide a path for frequencies higher than the 
power AC, and is entirely unsuited from an interference causing 
potential to be a pathway for BPL techniques at any useful amplitude. 
Totally unconsidered by BPL proponents are the many sources of inter 
ference to BPL by other Power Line artifacts. In fact, many power 
companies abandoned carrier current systems as unworkable except on 
their more technically controlled high voltage transmission systems. 


They are decidedly unenthusiastic in this area at the prospect of 


BPL affecting other power line control functions, and the potential 
harm of BPL. The lack of BPL standard protocols is troubling, and 
it is felt FCC should require a standard before allowing a part 15 
device designation to such a system. After the fact, consumers are 
not prone to disable a part 15 device that causes interference out 
side their home as BPL could do. I repectfully request that BPL be 
sent back to the drawing board, and NOT be allowed in the HF bands, 
which could make emergency communications by amateur radio operators 
and their day to day training and communication impossible. They 
are licensed and valuable prior users of the frequencies and should 
not be displaced by a part 15 technology! 9 Amateur Radio bands 
would be partly or fully disrupted by adoption of present BPL 
devices. The commisioners should listen to the examples of the 
interference from Austria trials of BPL, and note the disallowance 
of BPL in Japan, a leading electronic engineering society, well 
versed in the potential interference BPL technique would create; 
with its use of non technically suited transmission line paths of 
existing secondary power lines. Japan recognized good engineering 
practice and said NO to BPL.
